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ROMANCE OF THE BLACK HILLS.

licutenant Geoeral Sheridan has written
the followiog letter concerniog the Black Hills
country. Itsets forth what has been dooe
and what the goverument proposes to do ino
\be watter, and immediately conceros all who
contemplate goiog in to that couotry for gold.

Headquarters Military Division of Missouri,
(licago, March 25.—Gen. W. T. Sherwao,
{eadquarters of the Army, St. Louis : Geoer-
sl—1Lu reply to your question, **What do you
kgow of the Blaok Hills?" 1 respectfully
submit the following remarks : My first knowl-
edge of the Black Hills wos derived from ao
ipterview with the late Father Desmet. a noted
(atholic missionary whom I wet mapy years
ugo oo the Coluwbus river, io Oregon, irom
whom I beard an Iudian romance of a mouo-
1ain of gold io the Black Hills, and his expla-
nation of that extraordinary and delusive story
of the Indisnps. frontierswen and explorers of
the Black Hills country, is' much more exten-
sive than that particular locality brought to the
potice of the public by the recent explorations
of Gen, Custer, and gets its pame from the
bluck sciubby character of the timber which
grows ov the sides nod tops of the mouotaing
wod hills. It comprises the whole of the country
bounded on the east by longitude 102 degrees,
oo the south by the Swectwater and Laramie
rivers, oo the west by the Big Horn and Wind
rivers, and on the oorth by the Yellowstone
river.

This is really the country of the Black Hills,
but embraced io it are several localities called
Black Hills, for instance, Black Hills of Lara-
mie, Black Hills of Powder river and Black
Hills of Cheyeune river, the latter beiog the
locslity in which General Custer made his re-
copnoisance last summer, aod about which
there is so much speculation at the present
time, aod withio the bounds of which it is sup-
posed by s large number of people is to be
tound Father Desmet’s mountain of gold.

Father Desmet’s story was that while liviog
with the Sioux lodisos he was shown by them
ouggets of gold, which they informed bim had
been obtaived at different poiots in the Black
ilills, suppused to be from the beds of the
Big Horo, Rosebud and Powder rivers, aod
from brapchos of the Tongue river, and on his
represeuting that such yellow metal was of
great value, they told him that they knew where
4 wouutain of it wasto be found.

Subscquent investigation, however, proved
the Iodisn mouotaio of gold was nothiug wore
thao a formation of yellow mnea, such as may
be found in a number of places in the above
deseribed couuntry, I bad sbarcely given the
story a thought after thisuotil about three years
aec. when 1 happened to be in New York,and
it-was there brought to my recollection by some
promioent geotleman, who asked me where
I'atber Desmet was to be found, and iosisted
that some ove should be sent ut once to get frow
Lim the secret of the gold wouotain, which
would pay the pationel debt, &e. After I had
informed bim that it was an old exploded story

Lis ardor covled, and the excitement about the:

wountain of gold again subsided. It so hap:
pened, however, that the Black Hills country
way embraced io wy military comwmission. and
two years ago it became apparaut to me that
a military post iv the Black Hills of the Chey-
enve would svon beeome wvecessary for the
proper protection of the settlements in Ne-
braska from the raids of Sioux warriors who
always before they commenced depredating
oo the frootier secured a safe place for their
{umilies aod villages in the locality mentioued.
Believing that these ludians would pever
wake war on our settlements as loog as we
oould threaten their families avd villages in
this rewote loeality, abounding io game and all
that goes to make lodia life comfortable, and
with this purely military object iu view an or-
der wus gwven for General Custer’s recconnois-
Sanco.

The discovery of particles of gold by alluvial
washing neur Haroey's Peak, oo the eastern
slope of the Bluck Hills of Cheyenne, followed,
and brought to surface Father Desmet’s story
for the third time. The Black Hills of Chey-
enne described by Geoeral Custer are situated
between the north and south forks of that
river, one of which is known as Belle Fourche,
the other as tho South Fork, and although I
have the utmost confidence io the statements
of Gen. Custer aod Gen. Forsyth, of my staff,
that gold was fcuod, vear Haroey’s Peak, I
may safely say there has ot been any fair test
vet made to dotermine its existence in large
quantities. There is not a Territory in the
West where gold does not exist, but in mauy
of thew the quantity i limited to the color,
whioh is as much as has yet beeo obtaioed near
Haroey's Peak. The geological specimens
brought back by the Custer expedition are not
favorable indications of the existence of gold in
great quantitics; still it may be there, but as
the treaty of 1869, duly ratified, virtually
deeds tkis portion of the Black Hills to the
Sicux lodians, there is no alterpative but to
keep out trespassers,

But to go back to Father Desmet's in-
formation, there is oot much doubt of the
correctness of his siatement that gold exists
in the Bluok Hills, but much further back
thao the Black Hills of the Cheyennes,
1 have seen puggets from the Big Horn
wod Toogue rivers, aod many specimens from
oear Fort Stambaugh, in the upper Wind River
country, where the mining has [ailed for want
of water for alluvial washiug, and from the bos-
tility of the Inodians, and I have good reason to
believe, in faot it is quite certaia, that gold ex-
ists in the Owl Creek mountains oo the lower
Wind river and oo the headwaters of the Puw-
der river snd the Rosebud.  All the localities
are under the general meaning io the Black
Hiils, and outside of the Shermau, Auger and
Terry treaty of 1869, except so far as the priv
lege to huot game, It has beeo my intention
to communicat2 much information this comiog
summer to the goveroment oo the above de-
scribed country, and as' the Indians have oo
absolute right to the soil there may baut little
difficulty in extinguishiog them.

1 purpose, if you do wot objcet, to open up
the Ycllowstone river by seediug Gen. George
A. Forsythe and Col. Graat, of my staff, up
the Yellowstone to the mouth of the Big Horp
?s s00n as the ice breaks, which will give the

owest tide-water, having slready secured a
ﬁaamhoat_tu make this exploration. [t Gen,
orsythe is sucoessful I will send Gen. Custer

with a command from Fort Liocoln across the
mouth of Powder river, thence up on the south
bank of the Yellowstone, crossing Powder riv-
er, Tongue river, the Rosebud, and on to the
mouth of Big Horn. This country is as yet eo-
tirely unexplored, and the expedition may de-
velop a very valuable auriferous seotion, aod
make the Father Desmet story cxtant true,
bue 1 am of the belief that a mountain of mica
has pot chaoged to gold. I will also seud an ex-
pedition down the Wind river, through the
Owl Creek mountains, from Fort Stambaugh,
via Fort Brown, to the mouth of the Big Horn
and will bring it back through the park, about
the headwaters of the Powder river, visited by
Captain Mills and his command last summer.
These parks are for beauty fully equal to those
described so graphically by General Custer as
existing in the Black Hills of Cheyenne. 1
may also say from my own koowledge that the
valleys of the Big and Little Popoogie, Little
Wind river and main Wind river, can soarcely
be excelled in beauty and fertility, while the
student of pature will fiod there the most ex-
traordinary upheaval of the earth®scrust proba-
bly to be found on this continent.

& am of opinion that this country is gold
bearing, butof its abundance there can only be
corjecture. At present 1 feel quite coofident
of ap ability to preveot the intended trespass
oo the rights of the Indians, aod the cavalry
aud infantry in the department of Dakota are
being moved at the present time to the most
avaiiable poiots to carry out my directions of
September 34 of last year. Were it not for
these instructions oo the part of the govera-
went there might be a repetition of California
zold beach aod gold lake bumbugs, with still
greater suffering, as maoy of the persons now
erazy to go to the Black Hills never thiok of,
how they are to exist after they get there, or
how they could return in case of failure. If
they will wait for further ioformation from the
government, which now seems to be desirous of’
waking concessions to meet these new iuterests,
there will be no vne more willing than myself'to
aid in ascertaining their values. ‘ :

So far a8 troops are covcerned, I will promise
aotivity in the preseot emergency, aod the coun-
cientious performave of duiy. Should the
points from which the miners stand be so re-
wmote as to make it impossible for our scanty
force to watch them, we can occupy the two or
three gaps i the Black Hills, sed effectually

cxclude trespass.  Very respeetfull,
